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The DR500 Z pleases the eyes and looks like it belongs on the trail. For more serious work, though, a couple changes should be made. Then, it's fun time! 





least when it came to trail riding 
situations. First wasa little on the tall 
side, and when we got into an 
extremely slow trials-type section, it 
became necessary to keep two fingers 
on the clutch. Otherwise, the engine 
had a tendency to suddenly die while 
chuffing along. 

At the other end of the scale, on 
long straights in the desert, it felt like 
we could have used a sixth gear a 
couple of times. 

The first thing that hits you when 
the wheels start to turn is p-o-w-e-r. 
It’s there from the moment a spoke 
spins to wherever redline is, and it’s 
there in droves. Our local horsep- 
ower fanatic jumped on it for the first 
time, wheelied away and was seen 
later shrieking with glee as he jumped 
and skidded around. 

With the DR, you can dial in as 
much, or as little, power as you want 
or need, too. That’s what makes it 
especially fun. A slick corner, a long 
wheelie or a full-on assault on the 
local Matterhorn — all are easily 
tackled with confidence stemming 
from the predictable power output. 
Low revs or high, power is always 
there and ready to climb. 

What's not there is good suspen- 
sion. Our biggest complaint centers 
on the forks. As delivered, they were 
too soft. Shut the throttle, hit the 
front brake, and 95% of the travel was 
gone. However, damping rates seemed 
fairly close. With some quick and 
easy fixes like adding five to 10 weight 
heavier oil and perhaps raising the 
level plus adding a few pounds of air 
to suit the rider would improve thing: 
tremendously. :

Getting dirty 

Fortunately, the DR is equipped 
with a compression release (the lever 
located above the clutch lever) to ease 
starting chores, which can also be 
accomplished in gear thanks to the 
primary kick start. The choke lever 
on the 35mm Mikuni must be pressed 
down to start a cold engine but is 
unnecessary once things have warmed 
up. 

Even with the manual compres- 
sion release, starting required a strong 
and swift kick, often several, to light 
the fire in the. single overhead cam 
engine. Even after killing the motor 
or falling, though, it took a few good 
boots. 


Pulling in the clutch lever is easily 
accomplished thanks to its light pull. 
Engagement is smooth and predicta- 
ble, and its action could not be faulted 
in most situations. We ran into one 
tight section requiring repeated clutch 
slipping due only to the physical 
tightness of the trail and not any 
power deficiency. That was the only 
time the clutch faded, but after about 
10 minutes of more casual riding, its 
normal action returned. No further 
problems were encountered. 

The five-speed transmission was 
OK. When we first got the bike, shift- 
ing seemed stiff but loosened up in 
time. The shift from first to second 
remained uncertain while we had the 
bike, though, and we would have 
preferred the shift lever maybe a half 
inch longer. It does have a folding tip 
this year. 

The internal gear ratios seemed 
just a bit too close for our tastes, at

Remember those funky “B” movies and TV 
shows where some plain Jane is transformed 
into a Christie Brinkley lookalike simply by 
removing her hideous secretary glasses, let- 


smallish black plastic number plate 
which hides the tool kit. A small 
odometer resides above the headlight 
and is resettable, though we didn’t 
get a chance to verify its accuracy. 


The black, nicely padded seat pro- 
vides a comfortable spot for resting 
and is emblazoned with "DR" in 
bold, white outlined letters on the 
rear of each side. Behind the seat is a 
small enduro-type tail light mounted 
on the wide white plastic fender 
which, like its counterpart in front, 
does a good job of keeping mud and 
junk off the rider. 

Remote reservoir gas/oil shocks 
are laid down on an extruded box- 
type aluminum swingarm, provid- 
ing 8.5 inches of travel. A 5.10-184PR 
Bridgestone M22 helps hook the 
engine’s potent power pulses to the 
ground while the rod-operated full 
floating rear brake does its best to 
scrub off accumulated speed. 

In front, air/oil leading axle forks 
let the 3.00x21 Bridgestone M23 move 
through 9.1 inches of travel. Black 
boots help keep grime out of fork 
internals and there is no balancing 
or crossover tube. The full-width hub 
houses a single-leading shoe brake 
and drives the odometer. 


ting her hair down and giving 
her a new wardrobe? You may 
have even seen a girl (or guy) 
that might not be so fine at 
first, yet you know that with a quick 
going over, there’d be a world of dif- 
ference. 

After a few hours in the saddle of 
Suzuki's latest DR500, we feel the 
same way. The bike has definite 
potential (read: fantastic motor), but 
it possesses flaws as it comes off the 
dealer’s floor that prevent you from 
fully enjoying what could be. A few 
changes here and there, though, 
would produce one fun motorcycle. 
Stock, the DR isn’t bad for just put- 
ting and casual riding. Twist the 
throttle a little further and knuckles 
become white, bringing fun to a 
wide-eyed halt. 


Kicking the tires 

If you've seen the ads for the DR500Z 
or seen one up close, you'll agree that 
it's a pretty bike. White bodywork 
with three-tone blue stripes on the 
sides of the 9.0-liter steel gas tank and 
the plastic side panels highlights its 
appearance and sets off the black 
frame and engine.

actually pick up the rear with it. 
Dragging the back around is possi- 
ble. 

When pushing the bike hard, you'll 
never forget that you're riding a 
physically hefty motorcycle either. 
That and the mediocre suspension 
will temper one's desire to go ultra 
fast over rough terrain 


Little things 

Asa whole, the DR is well finished, 
and all the bits and pieces seem to be 
of good quality. The levers are dog- 
legged and easy to use. Even wet 
boots will have a hard time slipping 
off the sawtooth pegs. The black bars 
have a decent bend, though personal 
preference might dictate a change. 
The peg/bar/seat relationship fit a 
variety of riders. 

The exhaust system tucks nicely 
away on the left side of the engine 
and is quiet, though the throaty note 
issued titillated our resident thumper 
freak. The foam air filter sits under 
the seat in a tight cavity. On the other 
hand, the oil filter is easily accessible 
on the right forward side of the 
engine. A small window on the ride 
side case lets you check the oil level at 
a glance. 


Don’t count on the headlight to 
light the way in a Baja race; it's only 
there for convenience. 

Overall, we came away impressed 
with the DR'sengine more than any- 
thing else. It wasn't too bad for just 
casual riding, but when pushed, 
things weren't so pleasant. Some extra 
dollars spent on suspension would 
go a long way toward making it a 
better all around playbike. e

In the back, the problem isn't quite 
as simple. The shocks are delivered in 
the middle of five preload settings. 
However, they felt a bit too soft, and 
changing the preload wasn't a viable 
alternative since the compression 
damping is too stiff and the rebound 
damping too light. There is nothing 
you can do to change that. The only 
fix is an expensive one — replacing 
the stockers with a pair of good 
aftermarket items. If you don't mind 
a little bouncing at slow speeds, and 
you don't go fast enough to bottom 
them hard, though, the stock shocks 
are adequate. 

Brakes could also be described as 
adequate. The front does an OK job 
of slowing down the claimed 282 dry 
pounds. It's not particularly strong, 
but it is predictable. 


The rear brake was also predicta- 
ble — it would always lock up, espe- 
cially on killer downhills. Backing 
off the adjuster helped a little bit, as 
did the passage of time, but it seemed 
that the only thing the brake pedal 
was good for was stopping the wheel 
instantly to send it skidding. The hot 
ticket on downhills was to jam it into 
first gear and use the front brake. 

Surprisingly, the overall handling 
of the DR was good, indicating cor- 
rect basic frame geometry. It seemed 
to want to do the right things most of 
the time. Only the suspension let us 
down. 

The weight and heft of the bike 
kept cropping up. There is a chrome- 
plated grab handle on the right rear 
of the DR for horsing it around, but 
no one short of Lou Ferrigno will

negotiating with the county and the 
state to try to reopen it. And that was 
in what year? 

About '76 or '77. There were some 
problems that had happened when 
the park was opened. Originally, the 
sheriff was against the park because 
the road leads into where his academy 
rehabilitation centers are. He really 
didn't want anybody using the road. 

We finally overcame that by talking 
to various people and the sheriff 
finally agreed to let us open up the 
park. One of the problems the original 
partners had was that they used to 
come across the sandwash. That was 
their entrance to the park. Well, every- 
time it would rain the road would 
wash out and they'd have to repair it. 
Near the end when they were oper- 
ating the park they got access to use 
the sheriff’s road. So when I negotiated 
with the county, I insisted that we be 
able to use the road. That was one of 
the big problems we had to overcome. 
Once we overcame that, we got the 
county really excited about opening 
the park. It took a couple of years to 
get everything negotiated down, but 
eventually in '79 they decided to go 
ahead with it, and it's taken until '80 
to get it opened. 

The county had approximately 
$50,000 in their Green Stickie fund. 
They used that to upgrade the well, 
install a water holding tank and buy 
some fence material. 

We asked for a grant from the state 
from the Green Stickie fund. They 
initially approved $470,000 to be used 
to improve the park. Now that was to 
be used for additional fencing, 
developing the trails, to put in a 
sprinkler system and lights for the 
motocross track. They sent down 10% 
of that money to the county, which 
was $47,000. The county has spent 
about $10,000 of that on an aerial 
survey of the property and the rest is 
to be used for engineering work. 
Why an aerial survey? 

It's something that the county 





or six people who invested in the 
park, but the investors knew very 
little. about running a motorcycle 
park as well. 

They ran the park for about a year, 
quite well for about six months. After 
six months the investors started 
insisting on getting their money back. 
There just wasn't that much money 
coming in and eventually the three 
partners dissolved the partnership 
and the park went out of business. 

It really wasn't because of lack of 
entries; they did quite well here at the 
time, drawing anywhere from 150 to 
250 riders on a motocross weekend, 
and the track was well thought out.In 
fact it was very popular at the time. 
But because of the financial situation 
they had to close it down. 

The partners had a lot of trouble 
with the county due to the fact it was 
county property and they had a lease 
with the county, so eventually they 
went out of business. 

One of the things that they did do 
though, back in mid-'73, was to put 
on the first national-caliber 125cc 
race. Back at that time you didn't 
have Yamaha or Honda or Suzuki or 
Kawasaki into the 125s. What you 
had were Puchs, DKWs and Hodakas 
— things like that, and it wasn't very 
long after that that the AMA picked 
up on it and made a series out of the 
125s. 

At the time they went out of business 
I talked to the main financial backer, 
but his price for the place was just 
astronomical; way too much. I could 
understand why they didn't make it. 
They had so much invested that their 
return on the investment just wasn't 
that good. 

I didn't pay too much attention to 
the place for about three years. Then 
I started negotiating with the county 
to try and get it reopened, and I 
worked with them and the state to try 
to get the park open up until 1979. 
So you passed on it for about four 
years, then came back and started 








The rise, fall and 
rise again of Arroyo 


Cycle Park 


By Lance Bryson 


It was nearly 10 years ago that Arroyo Cycle 
Park opened its gates to off-road motorcycle 
riding. At the time Arroyo quickly became 
one of SoCal's biggest and roughest riding 


arrangements with the park to build 
a stadium-style MX track for its riders 
to practice there and prepare their 
machines for the Wrangler Supercross 
Series. The likes of Goat Breker, 
Brian Myerscough, Bob Hannah, Jeff 
Hicks, Mike Bell, Broc Glover and 
Johnny O'Mara have all done testing 
at Arroyo. 


I met with McNeal recently to 
discuss the chain of events from the 
park's close nine years ago to its 
present comeback. I was just one of 
many who had raced at the park 
during its heyday, and like others, I 
never really understood how such a 
beautiful park had closed. 


Jerry, could you take us back 10 years 
and explain just what happened with 
Arroyo? 

Originally Arroyo Cycle Park was 
opened in 1972 by three partners who 
got the program going. They were 
basically riders and really didn't have 
a lot of experience in running a 
motorcycle park. They were able to 
get financial backing from about five 





areas, but despite the loyalty of 
some riders, the park closed its 
gates in 1973, for a variety of 
reasons. 

After nine years of simply occu- 
pying a spot on the list of San 
Bernardino County's land holdings, 
Jerry McNeal finally triumphed in a 
six-year battle to reopen the park. McNeal, 
once the founder of the California 
Racing Club, one of California's 
largest promoting organizations, 
managed to get both county approval 
and much needed Green Stückie 
money to complete the task. 

Fifty-five miles east of Los Angeles, 
Arroyo Cycle Park is nestled between 
the Devore area and San Bernardino 
State College, off Interstate 15. It's 
approximately the same size as Indian 
Dunes, encompassing 300 acres. 
Although no races are scheduled there 
before Mar. 7, the park is open 
seven days a week for play riding or 
hot laps on the motocross course. 

Like a hot local rider, Arroyo has 
come to the attention of the factory 
motocross teams. Yamaha made

also have a second motocross track 
right now. It has a 100-foot starting 
gate on it and is irrigated. 

We do have a flat track which is a 
little under a quarter mile but we 
haven’t run any races on it yet. We 
have an area set aside for a speedway 
track, which is going to be made to 
the exact dimensions as the one in 
San Bernardino. We have a giant 
sandwash that you can run in 
although, we have to get special 
permission for it. We could easily put 
on an off-road race for cars' out here. 
We're still working with the state to 
try to get them to change their policy 
SO we can put in some competition- 
related facilities. 

What is their main gripe against 
competition? It’s sports related. 

I think their main gripe is that com- 
petition bikes don’t pay a Green 
Stickie fee, for example your Yamaha 
YZs. They get an Orange Stickie 
which doesn’t contribute to the Green 
Stickie fund. Where your ITs do con- 
tribute — you get a Green Stickie for 
that. Probably 80% of your bikes that 
are involved in racing don’t pay a 
Green Stickie fee. Another 20% do. 
But since it is a small amount they 
don't feel that they should fund 
competition-related items. 

I don't want to be the authority on 
that but that's my opinion of what 
they're telling us. It's really too bad 
because a off-road park really can't 
make it without competition. There 
isn't one park in southern California 
or the United States that could even 
break even if all they had was open 
riding. Saddleback has told me that 
and so has Indian Dunes, and those 
are the two most successful parks 
around. Neither would DeAnza Cycle 
Park; if all they had was open riding 
they would not be able to break even. 
Competition brings people in here. 
All of the Green Stickie parks are in 
competition with each other. 

Being that they're so close in south- 
ern California, especially? 

Yes, especially DeAnza and Arroyo. 
They tell us that both of us are com- 
peting for the same amount of money. 
However, things are working out and 
people just need to know we're out 
here racing. 

What races do you have here sche- 
duled at Arroyo? 

We have CRC grand prix races sche- 
duled here through the year. We have 
one race in each one of the CRC se- 
ries. Same way with NMA. Whenever 
they have a series they have one of 
their races here. CRC is going to have 
a five or six race series of stadium 
races inside parks like Indian Dunes, 
Saddleback, and Arroyo will be 
included in that. An actual stadium 
race on a stadium-type track in regu- 
lar parks. Even a Malcolm Smith Ser- 
ies is scheduled, which will be in 
March or April, and that will be put 
on by IRA. ° 

Taking a tour around Arroyo 
brought back many memories because 
the park hadn't changed a bit. The 
dirt was still excellent, and 
improvements have been made in the 
way of fencing, starting gate, and the 
pits. What about the track? National 
caliber! It is still one of the finest 
parks in southern California. 

While I was there two of Yamaha’s 
finest, Bob Hannah and Jeff Hicks, 
were on hand and their impressions 
of Arroyo coincided with mine. 
“Arroyo is one fine track,” said Han- 
nah, adding, “I would like to see a 
National here. The dirt is just right.” 

Arroyo is not only a great track, but 
it's wide enough, long enough, and it 
offers good spectating, and spectators 
are just as important as the riders.

required. I don't know exactly why ` 


but it was necessary. I was told that 
they had to do that. They have com- 
pleted that now, but the cost was 
approximately $10,000! 

For just an aerial survey? $10,000? 
In the meantime, the state has come 
back to us and has cut out about half 
of that money; the reason they gave 
us is that they cannot fund anything 
that's competition-related. In other 
words they will not spend any money 
on the motocross track at all or a 
grand prix track, which means they 
won't put in any sprinklers or a light- 
ing system. 

Didn't they tell you that in the 
beginning? What now? 

No, not at all. That's apparently a 
new policy. So now all we can do is 
develop trails, put in permanent rest- 
rooms, fencing, some water sys- 

tem and some security lighting, but 
they won't allow any of the 
competition-related items which 
really puts a bind on us because we 
really were counting on that. 

One of the big problems we have 

here is watering because the track 
itself and the area is so hilly. It's 
extremely hilly and it's almost 
impossible to water it with a water 
truck. We've broken three water trucks 
out here trying to water the track. 
When did you first open? 
We opened in May of '81, and we had 
about six weeks of really heavy rac- 
ing. We were drawing 250 to 300 rid- 
ers every week. We had an Inland 
Empire Dealers Association motocross 
series. That was a three-week series 
which did extremely well. We were 
even outdrawing Saddleback and 
Indian Dunes, which is pretty hard to 
do. 

After about five or six weeks we 
found that we really weren't able to 
water. the track properly. We were 
just breaking too much equipment. 
So we actually shut down racing 
completely during the summer and 
we've only run maybe three races 
since the summer. 

We've kept the park open for open 
riding since May but we have shut 
down the competition and plan to 
start again in March. The reason 
we're starting it up again is that we 
put inan irrigation system here which 
is on loan from the county. 

It's actually farmer irrigation sys- 
tems but they're extremely... well, they 
leak a lot. They take a lot of mainte- 
nance to keep them up and they break 
a lot and the riders keep riding over 
them. Wedid go to the county, which 
released approximately $6,000 for 
PVC material to be buried under the 
ground. 

The soil here is almost perfect 
when it's wet. I mean, just perfect soil 
to ride on. It's very loamy. It's in 
between sand and decomposed gran- 
ite. We have almost no clay at all out 
here. All the riders just love the soil 
until it gets dry. When it gets dry, it 
does get dusty and that's been our 
major problem so far. 

The track is very long and it's got 
giant hills in it. Bob Hannah said it 
was a National-caliber track. We'd 
eventually like to put a National on 
here because the track is designed 
with AMA specs in mind. It has a 
120-foot starting gate. The whole 
track is completely fenced with a five- 
foot chain link. The only part that 
doesn't meet AMA specs is the pit 
area, because it's not completely 
fenced off. We plan to have that cor- 
rected in a couple of months anyway. 
The total acreage here is 300 acres. 
Is that counting the complete park? 
"That's counting everything. We could 
put in about an eight mile grand prix 
track by utilizing the whole park. 
You'd have to run a grand prix at the 
right time of year in the winter time 
due to fire hazards, even though we 
have fire breaks. We even have an

He also told me the guy's name an 
I immediately sent the guy a telegran 
and arranged to borrow a superbike 
Then Chevron decided that having ` 
guy ride around one day wasn 
enough of a test to prove the oil, and 
set out to convince the company tha 
they should go racing with Tean 
Hammer. At least now I had some 
body to talk to and write to and sen 
telegrams to, and that's what I did 
contacting him a couple of times 
week for months. It involved man 
letters and ` proposals, revise 
proposals, a trip up to San Francisc 
in a new suit I bought just for th 
occasion. I made my pitch to th 
people at Chevron headquarters i 
San Francisco, and the fact that 
didn't look like a "typical motorcycl 
racer" helped. They perceived me an 
Team Hammer as a realistic propos 
tion. I wasn't just some guy out for ' 
free ride or a couple of bucks. I had 
serious race effort going, one that w 
professional and first class all the wa 
around. The fact that I had typ 
written proposals and nice brochur 
and letterhead stationery and busin 
cards.and a suit and tie and the abili 
to talk to them as an intellige 
businessman all helped. 

It took seven months from the ti 
of my first contact with Chevron to t 
day that a motorcycle wearing tl 
Chevron Hallmark rolled on a rac 
track. 

But how can you claim to ha 
operated in the red in 1981 when yo 
had Chevron backing? 

Well, one of the things racers usual 
don't understand is that a compa 
has a certain amount of money 
spend on some project. When looki 
for a sponsorship the typical guy asks 
company "How much will you gi 
me?" Or else a racer will make a b 
list of everything he thinks it will co 
him to go racing on the same scale 
American Honda and they present 
would-be sponsor with an $80,0 
budget and they never get anything. 

We sort of felt out how much mon 
Chevron was interested in spendin, 
and gave them three 
bracketing that amount. They we 
for the top-of-the-line proposal but 
it turned out it wasn't nearly as mu 
as we needed. John and I had to 
our own credit cards up to the li 
and twice friends in the east loaned 
money to bail us out of tight spo 
Friends of mine put me up for t 
weeks at a time out on the east coa 
We operated in the red because 
had made commitments to people 
do these endurance races, and we f 
that the concept of Team Hamm 
was worth it. We were confident, or 
least we kept telling each other that 
were confident, that if we maintain 
a professional effort and did well 
endurance races, we would be able 





got involved and pretty soon endur- 
ance racing was a World Champion- 
ship with races in Japan and all over 
Europe. Now for the first time in what 
seems like forever, Kawasaki won the 
title, and they should thank Honda for 
making it mean something in the first 
place. 

We felt that the same kind of scen- 
ario was possible in the U.S. Team 
Hammer is involved with Chevron and 
Suzuki and already the other Japanese 
manufacturers" are talking about 
fielding endurance teams for the Bud- 
weiser Series. All of a sudden a lot of 
people are taking endurance racing in 
the United States very seriously. It's 
pretty remarkable. Chevron's involve- 
ment in 1981 was just a real little 
research project. In 1982 Team 
Hammer is part of Chevron's market- 
ing program, and soon you're going to 
be able to pick up a bottle of Chevron 
motorcycle oil and it's going to say 
"Endurance Race Proven" on it. 


There are going to be Team Hammer 
advertisements, Other companies are 
going to be advertising endurance race

In early 1981 a red, white and blue Formula One Suzuki fitted with a monster 
1170cc GS1100 engine showed up at its first endurance road race, sporting Chevron 
logos and ridden by Bruce Hammer and John Ulrich. Everywhere the pair went 
their bike was the fastest thing on the track. By the second week of September they 
had won four-hour races in Wisconsin and New York, took first place in a six-hour 
in New Hampshire, finished second behind Eddie Lawson and Ron Pierce's factory- 
sponsored Kawasaki in a six-hour in California. It seemed like the only time things 
didn't go according to script was in that first race, a four-hour in Georgia, where 
the pair had a 2V$-minute lead before the carburetors fell off. They finished 
fourth, but the carburetors never fell off again. This interview asks the obvious 
question: How the hell did these guys get sponsored by Chevron, and what are they 


doing it, which was to extend ourselves 
to the limit financially and put the 
money into racing. That's what we 
did. We put everything into the 
motorcycle and race effort instead of 
buying nice stereos and trick cars and 
going on weekend vacations to the 
mountains to go skiing. We put all our 
money and effort into the motorcycle 
and it paid off for us this year. Our 
1982 program will clear up 5 
debts and keep us going until 1983. 
But why endurance racing? 


going to do in 1982? 


What's. the latest 
Hammer? 

"Things couldn't be better. A year ago, 
'Team Hammer was just an idea. We 
didn't have a motorcycle. We didn't 
have any major sponsors, just a few 
people who were going to help us out. 
Now I've made deals with Chevron, 
Vance & Hines Racing, Wiseco Pistons, 
Derale Oil Coolers, Emgo Oil Filters, 
and U.S. Suzuki Motor Corp. for 
a major effort in 1982. That effort 
will include the six-event Budweiser 


with Team

accomplishments and it's all going to 
help endurance road racing grow. 
Endurance racing is going to come of 
age in the United States. 

But how did Chevron get involved 
with Team Hammer? What did you 
do to get them interested? 

We decided in the fall of 1980 that we 
were going to hit up all of the big oil 
companies as the logical place to begin 
a sponsor search. One of the hardest 
things we faced was finding the right 
guy inside the company. You can't just 
phone up and expect to get connected 
to the head of Chevron or whoever it is 
who makes the decisions. In many 
cases I did a lot of research through 
advertising agencies or whatever .to 
find the right guy, but in the case of 
Chevron we lucked out. Chevron 
wanted to get into the motorcycle oil 
business and needed a racebike as a 
test bed for the oil. The project got 
handed over to a motorcycle rider and 
race enthusiast, a guy who used to be a 


professional car drag racer and who. 


Because two guys could pool their re- 
sources and go racing, with both 
getting to ride. We knew that 
endurance racing in the U.S. was a 
club, or amateur type of deal, not 
organized into a series. But we knew 
that AFM Pro's Rudy Galindo was 
working on a series for 1982 and we 
felt that we could help bring profes- 
sionalism to endurance racing. Honda 
did it in Europe. Honda wasn't 
involved in Grand Prix racing in the 
early '70s and went looking for some 
other racing in which to prove their 
bikes and beat people. They chose 
endurance racing, which then was not 
big time. But Honda, through their 
efforts, added that big-time glory with 
advertisements and promotions 
touting their victories, and they 
brought in salaries for riders and spent 
money and pretty soon other people 
decided that since Honda was in it that 
maybe it really must be a big deal. So 
the other manufacturers got involved 
and companies outside motorcycling 


500 series and the Daytona 200 
Formula One race. We hope to end 
1982 as Budweiser Champions, and if 
the AMA sanctions that series like 
they're talking about doing, we hope 
we'll be AMA Endurance Champions. 
How did you put together this mega- 
bucks effort in the first place? Out of 
the blue you show up at 1981 
endurance races with backing from a 
major oil company. You obviously 
had better equipment than anybody 
else. How did you do it? 


‘It's a good thing John isn't here, 


because calling Team Hammer 
“megabucks” makes him furious! It's 
understandable that people thought 
that about us. We were perceived just 
the way we wanted to be perceived, as 
a professional, first-class operation. 
People saw what we had and jumped 
to their own money conclusions. 

But the reality is that John and I are 
still making payments to our various 
credit, accounts. We did what many 
other racers could do if they felt like 
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but I went to the California Superbike 
School and I think I'm the next Kenny 
Roberts so give me some money.” 

You have to do some racing on your 
own. Borrow money, get two jobs, 
whatever it takes. One thing I think 
people fail to capitalize on is ‘club 
racing. A gu could be 125 Production 
champion and that says something. At 
least he's established himself as the 
best 125 Production guy in that whole 
club organization. 

Beyond that, you have to have a 
game plan. You have to decide what 
you're going to do with your racing. 
Most people think it's a fun thing to do 
and that it would be nice to get spon- 
sorship help, but they wait for the guy 
to call them on the phone or to send 
them a letter offering them sponsor- 
ship. 

It never happens that way. Never. 

There is only one way to get spon- 
sorship, and there are guys out there 
right now with factory rides who will 
attest to this: You gotta toot your own 
horn. You gotta sell yourself. You have 
to be a marketable commodity. You 
have to prove that you have achieved 
some success. You have to have 
business cards and stationery. You 
gotta be able to write letters or know 
somebody who will write them for you. 
You gotta be able to talk to people. 

If people out there don't think any 
of that stuff matters, they should think 
about this: Now I come to the race- 
track with the Team Hammer effort 
and do wheelies and win. But in the 
beginning 1 was a guy in a Datsun 
pickup truck driving all over the 
country with a Kawasaki Big Horn to 
race on the national circuit as a 
novice. At the time, if I had gone to 
companies like Chevron and said 
"Yeah, I'm gonna go win all the novice 
races," they would have laughed at 
me. For one thing 1 didn't have 
enough experience as a racer. That's 
one thing you can't get around. You've 
got to have enough track time to where 
you can go fast on a motorcycle, and 
you've gotta know what you're doing. 

I didn't achieve success overnight. 
Ive been racing motorcycles since 
1970. Took my Ducati street bike out. 
I used to crash on the street and I got 
tickets and they told me I should go 
roadracing and do the real thing 
instead of pretend. So I tried it and 
here I am. It's a long way from my first 
trophy for third place in Junior GP. 

But even when you get to the point 
that you can deliver results for a 
sponsor, you can't just go in there and 
say, "What are you going to do for 
me?" You've got to go in there with the

problem. But when you're talking 
endurance racing, forget it. That 
thing's going to grenade before the 
first hour." People said that, more 
than once. 

It was really gratifying for us to 
disprove all those people because 
Terry Vance and Byron Hines really 
do know what they're doing and they 
know how to make horsepower 
whether it's for !4-mile or 24 hours. 
One of the things we really felt 
strongest about was the combination 
of the Moriwaki chassis and , Byron 
Hines expertise in the form of a 
Suzuki GS1100 engine; we felt it had a 
lot of potential. 

What can you tell the guy who wants 
to land a big sponsor? 

It's hard enough to get sponsorship 
help within the motorcycle industry. 
When you're talking about bringing in 
some company not now involved, 
you're really trying something diffi- 
cult. But it can be done. Look at 
Wrangler. Or look at Chevron. 
They've never been in any type of 
racing before. 

Number one, you have to have some 
kind of track record. It's a kind of 
Catch 22. If you don't do well enough, 
you can't sell yourself or your program 
on potential results. You can’t go to a 
sponsor and say “I never raced before

The point is, Team Hammer wasn't 
just a couple of Johnny-come-lately's 
showing up and saying "We'd like to 
go racing, how about some money?” 
We made. commitments not only in 
our racing careers, but in our other 
careers, which obviously required 
careful planning of your time and a 
little bit of compromises. When you've 
got a family and you've got a full-time 
job that you've got to hold ‘down, it 
makes racing much more 
complicated. Team Hammer is not 
going to apologize to anybody for what 
we have. It wasn't a gift from Chevron. 
They hired Team Hammer to test a 
new motorcycle oil that is going to be 
on the market soon. It's a real fine 
product and motorcyclists throughout 
the country will benefit from our test 
program. Chevron hired Team 
Hammer specifically because of my 
background and results as a racer and 
because our endurance racing per- 
fectly suited their test bed needs for 
their motorcycle oil. 

Don’t get excited! I’m just asking the 
questions people want to have 
answered. 

Well, a lot of people also think that 
we bought this magic bike and it 
worked perfectly everywhere and we 
won big, no sweat. The bike was 
finished two days before our first event 
and we went right to the racetrack. 
We had to tune the bike, get the 
suspension working. In fact, at every 
race we made changes and it got better 
all along. We didn't order the bike 
ready to race. We assembled it, we 
built it. There are parts on it that I 
made and parts that John made. We 
got the frame from Moriwaki and John 
had some forks laying in his garage. 
We ordered wheels and brakes and 
stuck all the parts together. It’s a one- 
off custom-fabricated thing and the 
fact that it finished every race we 
entered is a remarkable feat as far as 
I'm concerned. 

It's remarkable it even worked! We 
took a Moriwaki chassis for a Kawasaki 
and had it modified to hold a Suzuki 
engine and the crankshaft wasn't even 
in the same place anymore, so we 
didn't even know if it would work. We 
made it work. 

Whar's really amazing is how much 
negative response we got from every- 
body when we told them we were using 
Vance & Hines motor parts. They 
actually laughed at us! “Ha!, what do 
those drag racing guys know? They 
can go !4-mile at a time, sure, no 
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cash in for 1982, which is exactly what 
we're going to be able to do. 

We made an investment in ourselves 
and endurance racing. We're 
approaching racing just like anybody 
‘else approaches a business proposi- 
tion. You take a certain amount of 
moncy, invest it in a business, and you 
hope that with a lot of work and a little 
luck the business will be profitable. 
What Team Hammer is facing in 1982 
is not massive profits, but at least we'll 
be operating in the black, maybe 
marginally, but still in the black. At 
the same time we'll provide a lot of 
people with some exciting racing and 
we'll have a lot of fun out there, see a 
lot of the country and meet a lot of 
neat people. 

I have to admit that the main reason 
John and I race motorcycles is that it's 
a fun thing to do. If it were only a 
business we'd go out and buy houses or 
something. What we're trying to do is 
fulfill what many racers dream of. I've 
heard people say, "Boy, if I could just 
race and have it pay for itself, never 
mind making any profit, that'd be fan- 
tastic." Motorcycle racers really love 
motorcycles, and thats the main 
reason they're out there. If they can 
make a little money at it at the same 
time, that's even better. 

Still, isn't the fact that you were able 
to afford to pick up the bills where 
the Chevron money ran out rather 
unusual? You must have some other 
source of money not available to most 
racers. 

Here we go on the megabucks trip 
again! We've heard it all before. Some 
guy was harrassing John in the 
winners circle at Riverside, pissing 
and moaning about how if he had 
a nice job like John's he could afford a 
good bike, too. 

Well, John Ulrich and Bruce 
Hammer weren't born with money, 
not with any amount big or small. We 
both put in lengthy training programs 
in our respective professions. We both 
spent a lot of time getting to the point 
where we could afford to go to the 
limit credit-wise and -have the credit 
rating that allowed us to borrow the 
money we needed to go racing. We 
didn't just dream about being a big- 
time racer, we worked on our dreams 
and made something happen. We 
both hold down full-time jobs, and 
that's one reason why John had to fly 
to most of the races. He raced on his 
vacation days, not company time. So 
other people thought that was an 
example of our megabucks, that this 
guy would fly all the way to the east 
coast for an endurance race. In reality 
he had commitments at his job that 
required him to be at his job, so he 
had to fly even though we would have 
been better off to spend the money 
on tires or race gas or whatever. 

You don't just walk into being 
executive editor of a magazine or one 
of the top guys in a custom cabinet 
shop. I was a four-year apprentice, 
starting at the bottom and working my 
way up. John had to go to journalism 
school, college and graduate and get 
his diploma and support himself at the 
same time. 

While we were doing that we were 
working om our racing careers. 
Chevron didn't just pick me out of a 
hat. One of the reasons they went with 
Team Hammer was that we had some 
statistics and results to back up our 
potential. At the time I was ranked 
number two in AMA Formula One, 
which was no small feat for a privateer 
guy who drove "his own truck and 
worked on his own bike and made pay- 
ments on the bike to his credit union. 

In 1980 I made it to the winner's 
circle at an AMA National. When is 
the last time that these guys whining 
about Team Hammer's Chevron con- 
nection did that? 

John had been very successful in 
endurance races in 1980, although the 
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works and leaving the decals off: = 

We can't afford to lose races by- 
using stuff that isn't any good, and 
even the-most starving racer shouldn't 
accept sponsorship if it means that he 
won't ever win again because the 
product is junk. 

It's also important that motorcycle 
people act professional. It's been a 
long time since Marlon Brando made 
his movie riding a motorcycle but 
there's still a large segment of the 
population that perceives motor- 
cyclists as bad guys, and some of the 
people who feel that way make the 
decisions in big companies ripe for 
racing sponsorship programs. 

You have to have nice-looking 
leathers. Your bike has to be painted 
spiffy. That's your image. Your visual 
impression is important. Before’ you 
even get a chance to talk to a possible 
sponsor, he'll often make up his mind 
about you by the way you look. If 
he doesn't like the way you look, or 
if you have sloppy handwriting on 
some funky piece of stationery. you're 
never going to get anywhere with 
them. 

Everything that Team Hammer 
does, from our stationery to our 
business cards, the paint job on the 
truck. the motorcycle, the leathers... 
everything looks professional. It isn't 
enough to go fast on a motorcycle. It is 
important to go fast, and if you don't 
you'll eventually run out of people who 
believe you're worth sponsoring. But 
to do well with sponsors you must be 
more than fast. 

The thing is, you can be a real grub 
and still go fast. But it's easier to go 
fast on good equipment, and good 
equipment takes money, and the way 
to get money is through sponsorship 
help and the way to get sponsorship 
help is by having a professional 
program. 

One last question. Why is it that 
Chevron is sponsoring Team 
Hammer on one hand and on the 
other hand tore down Ontario Motor 
Speedway to build a business park? 

I should add that anybody looking for 
publicity should be ready to answer 
Meer like that one. 

ts an obvious question. 

Yes. it is. You see, there are not one 
but many Chevrons. In 1981 Team 
Hammer was sponsored by Chevron 
USA Inc. While Team Hammer was 
negotiating with Chevron USA, 
unknown to us and Chevron USA... 
remember, this was in fall 1980... 
Chevron Land and Development was 
negotiating for Ontario. The 
companies are owned by the same 
giant holding company but have no 
normal contact and operate inde- 
pendently from each other and from 
the parent company. 

Ontario Motor Speedway had never 
made money and had been for sale for 
quite a while and somebody else 
almost bought it. As it turned out, 
Chevron Land and Development 
bought it and tore it down to build a 
business park and condos. The 
purchase set off a boycott Chevron 
movement among.club racers in Cali- 
fornia. I don't know if there would 
have been a Home Savings boycott if 
Home Savings had bought it, but they 
didn't. Anyway, Chevron Land and 
Development didn't barge into the 
place and buy it at gunpoint. It was 
for sale, they put up $42 million 
nobody else matched or topped that 
price, and they took the speedway. 

We can't help it. Chevron Research 
can't help it. And Chevron USA, Inc. 
can't help it. Only Chevron Land and 
Development could have helped it, but 
they didn't. It's not a case of one big 
company. 

Next question, please. 

That’s it. 

Great! This media stuff is fine, but I'd 
rather go ride my motorcycle. Thank 
you. H 
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or, in the case of ‘Team Hammer and 
Bruce Hammer in 1981, be a PR guy 
and a racer and a mechanic and hold 
a full-time job and go fast all at the 
same time. 

You have to have good equipment. 
too, and it has to use the right stuff. By 
that I mean that it's tough to get an 
aftermarket exhaust system manufac: 
turer to sponsor you if you're riding in 
the Box Stock class. It also has to make 
power, because a stock 550 just doesn't 
make demands on products like chain 
or tires the way a 1100 does. Some 
people may not realize what the Team 
Hammer bike really is. It's not just a 
stock street bike. This is a 150-horse- 
power, 180-mph  rocket-ship that 
definitely puts any product to the 
supreme test. The combination of 
high horsepower and long races and 
grueling heat, the conditions of 
endurance racing, mean that the 
products we use and endorse must be 
very good or else they'll fail. If we use a 
brand of chain and it works fine for us, 
it will work on a guy's street bike. We 
know there's a difference between 
brands of chain because we've won 
races where guys we had to race with 
dropped out with chain troubles. So if 
a chain company sponsored us, they'd 
be able to advertise how great it 
worked on this monster bike in long 
races. As it is now, no chain company 
sponsors us and the only company 
that's interested makes an inferior 
product, so we're staying with what

seeing is Team Hammer delivering 
publicity for sponsors, which is why 
sponsors sponsor people. The more 
sponsors, the more competitive tcams 
and the better the show for spectators. 
If our sponsors get something out of 
sponsoring racing, other companies 
will want to get something, too, and 
they'll get into sponsoring racing and 
the sport will grow, benefitting every- 
body, not just Team Hammer. 

The other thing is that Team 
Hammer makes that publicity 
happen. I send out press releases to 
everybody from Cycle News to the La 
Mirada Lamplighter. I. send them 
press kits and brochures and I talk to 
people all the time. I make my own 
effort. I toot my own horn. That's 
what you've got to do out there, unless 
you're Freddie Spencer and have a 
public relations agency doing it for 
you. And that's why you see pictures of 
Bruce Hammer in an AMA National 
program or in the program for an 
endurance race. 1 send them that stuff 
ahead of time, enough ahead of time 
for the guy who's doing the program to 
get it and use it. I cooperate with the 
promoters at the track, do interviews 
with Larry Huffman or whoever 
happens to be the announcer. I go to 
pre-race press conferences even if it 
means taking an extra day off work 
and getting to the racetrack a day 
early. 

You can't just be a racer in the '80s. 
You've got to be a PR guy and a racer,

attitude, "What can 1 do for this 
sponsor?" You have to think why this 
guy should give you money. Why 
should he give you a free spark plug? 
In the beginning you'll probably be 
unable to get money, but may be able 
to get products free. 

Thats where Team Hammer has 
everybody else. Team Hammer isn't 
just a successful race team. It's also a 
promotional effort. We've got 
brochures and flyers and press kits that 
we pass out. I go to press luncheons. 
Team Hammer distributed 7.000 bro- 
chures one way or the other in 1981, so 
a guy sponsoring the team got a 
certain amount of exposure no matter 
what. 

Some people tell me that public 
relations isn't the function of a racer. 
All a racer is supposed to do is race, 
they tell me. 

But theres more to getting a 
sponsor than racing, even though 
racing is what we're talking about in 
the first place. You have to give the 
sponsor something worthwile for their 
money. You have to do anything you 
can to help promote the sale of the 
sponsor's product and to get exposure 
for the product. 

Some people wonder if it's luck or 
what that Team Hammer gets the 
coverage it gets all the time. People 
write in sometimes and complain to 
Cycle News that it's Team Hammer 
this and Team Hammer that. What 
they don't realize is that what they're

day and a half doing the job. "It's not 
luck that our riders don't often DNF, 
just a bunch of work," said Rans- 
botham. "Some riders will cross five 
states to make a big race, but won't 
spend two hours working on their 
bike.” 

The first step in working on your 
machine is to get the dirt off. "Work- 
ing clean” is something all top me- 
chanics pride themselves in. Get your 
cycle sprayed off as soon as possible 
after a race, being careful not to shoot 
a direct spray of water into areas 
where electrical connections are. Get 
the bike up on a work stand or milk 
crate, preferably getting the tires off 
the ground. 

Disassembly 

Start by taking the tank and seat off 
the bike—the wheels also, if the last 
run was a muddy one. From there on 
in the only thing which separates a 
top amateur and a pro is detailing, 
making sure not to overlook any por- 
tion of the bike. Most of the opera- 
tions involved are easy to do once you 
know how, so follow us through a 
few of the steps involved in making 
your motorcycle one you can count 
on.

Things get 
loose, start moving around, get warm 
and break.” 

"One guy at Ponca (Oklahoma, at 
the NMA Mini finals) had a $400 
shock on his kid's bike, but had the 
shock mounts torqued at about 200 
pounds.

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Controls are a part of the bike 
which are often overlooked, yet have 
a big bearing on the outcome of 
many races. Ninety-nine out of 100 
times a throttle cable will break in 
two places—either at the throttle end 
or by the carburetor. Apply grease 
liberally inside the throttle assembly 
where the cable pivots and at the 
other end where the cable enters the 
carb. You'll assure a longer life and 
more reliability from the cable. The 
cable itself should be lubed internal- 
ly with any one of a number of items 
your dealer will have on hand. This 
process applies to all cables—grease 
wherever there's a pivot point, then 
lube internally. 

Also keep safety in mind when 
working. Make sure the throttle re- 
turns freely and that the bike returns 
toan idle. Snug up the pivot bolts on 
the clutch and front brake levers, and 
don't be afraid to use Locktite to keep 
nuts, bolts and screws snug on all 
non-movable parts. 


Engine 

The easiest way to keep your prep- 
aration schedule in order is to work 
on the engine separately from chassis 
related parts. When going over the 
engine, start out by making sure all 
surfaces are clean. Tiny particles of 
dirt could lead to big problems if they 
get inside your motor during an 
inspection. 


One of the biggest problems cited . 


in engine failure starts with the bas- 
ics, the air filter. Too many riders 
leave that item alone, until dirt finds 
a way past and into the carb and 
cylinder, causing seizure or other 
problems. 

Following the recommendations 
of each air filter manufacturer is 
essential, as some filters require being 
washed in straight gas, others in a 
gas/oil mixture. If not properly 
cleaned the filter may make the en- 
gine run either rich or lean. After 
cleaning and re-oiling the filter with 
a filter oil, grease it around the edge 
which makes contact with the airbox, 
assuring a sealed fit. Before reassem- 
bling, check the filter along its seams 
as a number of washings in gas may 
separate the filter where it has been 
glued. 

Check the hose which connects the 
carburetor to the airbox. The stock 
clamps which hold the hose on may 
be bottomed out, not sufficiently seal- 
ing the hose. An ordinary hose clamp 
will work well and make for a good 
seal. The tube should also be greased 
on the inside to catch foreign parti- 
cles of dirt that may work past the air 
filter. 

The carburetor float bowl should 
be drained and cleaned. When reas- 
sembling, use a bit of silicone seal at 
the carb top to ward off water and 
mud. For extra insurance, safety wire 
the fuel line where it meets the carb 
and fuel tank. A pulled fuel line in a 
first turn crash will cost you the race. 

Many times a rider will remove the 
exhaust pipe, set it aside, and ignore 
it when prepping the bike. The pipe 
needs to be carefully inspected. Check 
for cracks, as even the most minute 
one could be enough to cause a.seiz- 
ure. In most cases cracks can be 
welded shut and the pipe re-used. 

Take extra care to check over the 
pipe if the bike was crashed in the last 
race. A slight bend may have pulled 
the pipe loose from its exhaust mount 
in the cylinder. Check the O-ring and 
packing, as an air leak there will also 
cause a seizure. 

Don't forget to check over the 
silencer. Many times it will pack up 
with carbon and other debris, result- 
ing ina loss of power. It doesn't make 
sense to have your engine perfectly 
tuned if there isn't a clear flow for 
exhaust. e

required lubrication. Less required 
lube along with the self-lube chain 
means you should need to lube it 
only enough to keep it from rusting. 
That takes most of the hassle out of 
having a chain-drive bike. The com- 
plete kit is called the NEP "Tuff- 
One" cushion torque kit.

Diggin’ Dirt, the off-road 
cycle book 


By Steve Booth 
Published by Paragon 
Publications, 200 pages, 
soft cover, $11.50 


Diggin’ Dirt by Steve Booth is one of 
those books that fills its own niche in 
the marketplace rather than an exist- 
ing one. The book is a little more than 
a rehash or reprint of old stories that 
have been gathered into a book. For- 
tunately for Diggin’ Dirt that "little 
more” might be enough for some 
people. 

Diggin’ Dirt chronicles some diverse 
aspects of the motorcyclist’s world, 
and most of the aspects have to do with 
the side of biking that falls under the 
topic of wishbooking. Chapters in the 
book deal with: Ultimate enduros, 
Dream trail rides and Desert Grand 
Prix, but mostly the chronicling of 
dream trail rides. 

While dream trail rides are interest- 
ing to me, I am not sure that.a reader 
could duplicate all the rides with the 
book as a guide. A chapter on the Jack 
Pine Enduro was very enjoyable if only 
for its nostalgic value. Some would 
also enjoy, as nostalgia, a chapter deal- 
ing with the rise and fall of the Hodaka 
marque. 

Three chapters could truly be of use 
to a trail rider, whether he be experi- 
enced or not. Those chapters deal with 
bike preparation, how to ride and pro- 
tect the environment and a guide 
that helps you find where to ride as 
you can experience your own dream 
ride. 

Three chapters do not qualify the 
book as a must have item. Neverthless, 
the book will be enjoyable for those 
that like to dream of the day they can 
take their own dream ride. Possibly, it 
would be useful as a table reference for 
friends or a source of pictures to bench 
race with. 

Whether the fond memories and 
helpful hints are worth the price of ad- 
mission must be left up to the values of 
the buyer.

Enduro

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, FEB. 7 
After a two-month holiday lay- 
off, the new AMA District 37 
enduro season kicked off with 
some real excitement, as Dirt

“That's 
not a correct interpretation of the 
rule, the intent of the AMA 
Congress was that 125cc class 
machines could be sleeved to 
100cc or less and then overbored a 
maximum of .080 inches as engine 
wear occurs.” In order to avoid the 
possibility of disqualification from 
sanctioned events, riders should 
be sure that 125cc engines sleeved 
down to meet 100cc class rules 
measure 100cc or less upon 
completion of sleeving and prior to 
overboring. Then an additional .080 
inch allowance may be made for 
overboring. T

of Leonard Sikorski, one of the top 
motocross and desert racers in the Las 
Vegas area. Sikorski, who worked for 
Motorcycle Tire Service in Vegas, was 
involved in a motorcycle accident early 
in the morning of Feb. 11.

Arlo, down from the snowy moun- 
tains of Colorado with Vickery 
Yamaha teammate Terry Kyle, blasted 
away from the gate in moto one and 
locked into second behind quick- 
starting Honda support rider Todd 
Kessel. Behind Kessel and Englund 
were Dircks, Brian Hayes, Husky 
pilot John Imbriale and Kyle. 

Arlo, clearly the fastest rider that 
day, pressed Kessel in almost every 
corner until getting around on lap 
three. Dircks had, meanwhile, shaken 
off Hayes and pulled up on Kessel. 
He jammed by quickly and set his 
sights on the rapidly disappearing 
Englund. 

As the first three riders pulled away 
from the pack, Hayes and Kyle were 
getting into some heavy dueling for 
fourth. Both riders were getting pretty 
aggressive and they tangled at the hil- 
ltop turn, both going down. Kyle 
remounted first as Hayes struggled, 
stuck in the fence. Fox Distributing 
Yamaha-mounted Bobby White seized 
this opportunity to move into fourth, 
holding off Kyle for the rest of the 
race. 

Englund, Dircks and Kessel main- 
tained the first three positions. Arlo 
was cruising by the moto's end with a 
comfortable lead. Dircks rode hard 
but couldn't pull up close enough to 
be a threat. They finished in that 
order with Kyle fifth and Imbriale 


sixth. 
Dircks had wrapped up the 125cc

… Where was Arlo? Arlo sat on the 
starting line calmly until the pack 
rounded the first turn. 

By turn four, Dircks had taken the 
lead with Richardson following, 
Kessel in third and Arlo already pass- 
ing the backmarkers. Putting pass 
after pass on the pack, he literally 
stole the show from the leaders. 

Dircks, never one to let a good 
thing go, stretched out a lead as 
Richardson held second and Hayes 
dived under Kessel on lap six for 
third. As Kessel dropped back slightly, 
the dynamic duo of Kyle and Englund 
were on him. 

For lap after lap the trio swapped 
places, with first Kyle going around 
Kessel only to bobble and lose it. 
Then Arlo going around Kyle, then 
around Kessel only to fall and render 
his.rear brake pedal useless which 
dropped him back to sixth. Kyle 
made several more moves but couldn't 
seem to make them stick as Arlo 
caught up to him. 

With no rear brake Arlo had to stay 
well behind his teammates, just far 
enough ahead of Bobby White. to 
keep sixth. 

At the finish, it was Dircks, 
Richardson (DNF moto one), Hayes, 
Kessel, Kyle, Englund and White. 
Overall it was Dircks, Kessel, Eng- 
lund, Kyle and White in the money.

Its not very often a new track 
like the one at Carnegie Cycle 
Park opens up, and when it does, 
it's bound to raise a few eyebrows 
Most of the riders stood in awe as they 
first set their eyes on the track.

The super wide mile-and-a- 
half track winds up, down and around 
the hills with an elevation change that 
has got to be over 500 feet.

Olsen had his problems in 
the second moto and had to settle for a 
fifth. 

The 125cc Novice class was the 
second race, and many thought it 
would be one crash after another. How 
wrong we all were. Brad Wiget blazed 
both motos for two first place finishes 
and the overall Paul Van Horsen 
challenged Wiget for the lead in the 
first moto as both riders took turns out 
front. Van Horsen didn't go quite as 
fast in the second moto as he finished 
third. 

Ron Bradley rocketed off the 
starting line for the holeshot on the 
250cc Novice race. On the fourth lap, 
Glenn Drummond got by; later, 
Randy Canale also went by Bradley. 
All of the 250s handled themselves 
very well and seemed to get the hang 
of riding on the hills rather quickly. 

The 250cc Experts were the fastest 
bikes on the track, expecially Phil 
Oveland and his Husky. Oveland had 
abilities that put him far out in front 
of his competition from the word go.

McRae spent 
the first six laps trying to catch Honda- 
mounted Jon Nauman.

The second annual grand prix 
billed as the Seattle Brush Rid- 
ers Supercross Kick-Off was 
definitley a ground shaker with 
nearly 200 riders showing up to brave 
the cold weather. Although rain had 
darkened the skies for a week prior, 
Sunday morning at the Mason County 
Fairgrounds dawned crisp and clear.

quarters in Westerville, Ohio, on 
February 3.

day, a rock caught between his 
sprocket and chain, stalling his 
engine. Gibson’s chain came off 
temporarily Sunday, but somehow 
found its way back onto the sprockets, 
allowing him to keep racing. 

In addition to being fairly rocky

they'd start jumping out. - 

“It's not Harold (Murrell, the track 
construction supervisor) — he’s doing 
a heck of a job — it’s a good enough 
track. It’s just that soft of dirt is 
gonna groove out like that. So, it 
makes it kinda bad in the corners for 
passing, but on the jumps with all 
them grooves, it makes it a little bit 
easier; hit the groove and hold the 
line.” 

Hansen retained his position atop 
the series point standings with 71. 
However, he now shares it with

Suzuki's defending Supercross 
Series Champion Mark Barnett 
split wins in the two nights of 
racing before a total weekend 
crowd of 65,192. 


Yamaha very nearly bagged the 
win Saturday night, but the Yamaha 
camp’s cheers turned suddenly to 
horrified gasps as Broc Glover, who 
led from the start, fell a half lap from 
the checkered flag, letting Hansen 
and his teammate, Darrell Shultz, fly 
past. Before Glover could get going, 
his teammate Bob Hannah, center- 
punched him accidentally, stalling 
his engine momentarily. while Hon- 
da’s Johnny O'Mara rode past to 
complete a red, white and blue sweep 
of the top three. 


Barnett led all the way Sunday, but 
he had to repulse a charge by Shultz 
who came from the back to less than a 
bikelength away from winning, with 
Honda teammate Jim Gibson claim- 
ing third. 

Rocks that laced the track's dirt 
seemed to play a prominent part in 
knocking people from the running. 
Barnett lost his chain Saturday when 
a wayward rock derailed it.

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Darrell Shultz (20) rode inspired races, especially Sunday, getting two seconds. David Bailey (23) was 14th Saturday and 13th Sunday. 


During the last half of the race, 
Shultz and Hannah grouped up 
behind Hansen with Glover still in 
sight ahead. 

Glover got the white flag several 
bikelengths ahead of Hansen, and it 
looked like a sure bet he’d win. After 
all, he'd spent the previous 19 laps in 
front. 


However, going into the whoops 
after the main straight, Glover got a 
bit out of shape and suddenly went 
down. Quickly, he picked his bike up 
and started to hop on though he was 
pointed across the track. Hansen 
zipped past, but Hannah wasn't as 
fortunate. He hit Glover broadside, 
knocking his teammate to the ground 
and stalling his own motor. Hannah 
quickly relit the fire, but Shultz and 
O'Mara were already past and home 
free as the Honda camp erupted in 
whoops of celebration and back 
slapping. 

"I was kinda surprised that he did 
get off on the last lap 'cause I don't 
think that’s like Broc," Hansen said 
later. “I don't think I've seen him do 
that many times. 

“I was really close to him so I think 
if I hadn't have seen him start to fall 
over, I would've hit him and maybe 
caused myself to crash.”

When the one-minute board went 
sideways for the final, Howerton 
dropped back from the gate, his engine 
lifeless. Before attempting to bump 
start the bike, though, he noticed the 
circlip for his countershaft sprocket 
was missing, and he could only watch 
as Glover, Hansen, Barnett and Shultz 
rocketed to the first turn in front, 
Hannah and O'Mara not far behind. 


Shultz pulled Barnett in and after 
four laps was looking for a way 
around. “He was making a lot of mis- 
takes in all the grooves,” Shultz said 
later, "and Donnie and Broc were 
just pulling away from us. Finally, I 
think his chain came off or some- 
thing, and I pulled right back on 
those guys. Isaw him crash after that.

scenario was a throwback to last year, 
except then it was Barnett making a 
last-lap charge on Shultz. 

As they exited the right-hander 
after the big jump, the checkers 
waiting for them a turn and two 
jumps later, Shultz grabbed a big 
handful in a do-or-die effort. It was 
too much, and the Honda’s rear end 
pitched sideways, letting Barnett scoot 
away safely. As Barnett headed to the 
post-race interview with Larry Maiers, 
Shultz headed toward the pits and 
banged his fist on his handlebars i in 


frustration. 
"I don’t think I’ve ever been so mad 


at the finish of a race,” he admitted 


later. ‘‘I remember passing everybody ` 


that made the main—I think I was 
dead last, or close to it, on the start —I 
passed every guy on the track, and I 
ended up second by two feet! I can’t 
stand it. I'd rather get beat by a long 
ways or something, but to catch him 
and work that hard and lose the 
points and money and stuff...getting 
beat, I just hate it, you know?” 

"I don’t really think I passed that 
many guys tonight; I think a lot of 
guys made mistakes and let me by. 
There weren't really that many places 
to pass. 

"As soon as I got free of traffic, I 
could ride my own speed, and I reeled 
him (Barnett) in pretty good, but 
man, he just pns it when you get 
behind him. No mistakes, either. He's 
still a really sharp rider, really on top 
of things. I only got right behind him 
one or two laps from the end. That's 
not really enough time to set up a guy 
like Barnett.” 

Hannah also moved up despite 
finding it difficult to pass after a mid- 
pack start. He edged Keylon for fourth 
a short distance behind Gibson on 
lap 18, each pass commanding the 
oohs and ahhs of the crowd. 

Hansen finished a few lengths 
behind Keylon for sixth followd by 
Reid, O'Mara, Wosick and Sun. 

Barnett's ride wasn't entirely 
trouble-free. "About the 10th lap, a 
rock got caught in the chain and 
sprocket and stalled the motor," he 
reported. "I jumped off to, see if my 
chain came off, but it didn't come off, 
e just jumped on,started it and took 
off. 

“I figured if I could hold him 
(Shultz) off through the whooops 
over there, I wouldn't have any prob- 
lem.
